Made by Indians hnd the Carving Iy
Often Extremely Grotesque
and Fantastle.

Sitkn, Alaska --Whal nre known &
toteme, or totem poles, are quite com
nion In  Alaska territory. Home of
these totems are shown In an accom:
panying Mustration.

A & usual thifig these fotem poles
are of Alaska cedar, which Is very
sbundant in the territory. This wood,
though of n rather soft and ylelding
fiber, In fine grained and well adapted
to cenrving, All the totemp are mada
by Alaskan Indiane; the cerving Is
done with rather rude, cohrge imple
ments, and conseguently s of » orude
unartistic nature. None of the cary

Totem Poles Near Sitka,
ing makes any approach Lo elther

besuty or tho artistio. On the onn
trary, all of the work ls rough and
rudely performed.

However, there s an element of tha
idd and grotesque In all of these cary
Ings, erude though they are. In polut
of art the work may be compared to
the rude paiotings of the plalns In-
lians on thelr ekins composing thelr
rude tents or tepees, buffalo robes, ete.

Generally the figures carved on
ihese totema are thoss representing
human beings, particularly the faoes,
fentures, ato., all of which are extreme
¥ grotesque—and even drolly fantastla
in shape and crude expression. Of
tourse the forms of varlous wild anl
mals, fish and marine areatures, etc.,
ire carved on theae pleces of wood. In
point of size these totem figurea vary
from mere toy dimensions, up to very
lurge size. Bome of the flgures are
feet and even yards In length. When
large (hese queer uppearing fgures
are earved out of the solld tree or log
and form part of It

Jhe totema arpg invarlably exposed,
i¥® those shown In the [luatration,
n the streets, along roadways, trails,
the seashore and in many other
plncen.

LEFTOVER PROBLEMS,

When any bLits of vegetables are left
over, If in a white sauce, they may be
washed off and the vegetables added
to u potato silad. Beets, string beans,
pens, graen corn, tomatoes, and In fact
almost any vegetable Improves the po-
tato salsd. It ls wise not to have
too many colors, ilke ecarrots and
bects, as the two do not look well to-
gother.

Any bits of cold left-over meat may
be put through the west chopper, son-
soned, mixed with a Hitle salad dress-
Ing and usedl for sandwich Alllugs.

A sponge cake pudding e n dessert
which will i1l a longfelt want. Cut
the cake in slicos and between each
layer place a layer of sllced dates
with the stones removed. Pour over
all a custard made of two cups of
milk, the yolks of two eggs, half a cup
of sugar and n teaspoonful of flavor
Ing. Bake twenty minutes or untll the
custard Is wet, and spread over the
top a meringue made with the whites
of the eggs and hall a cup of sugar.
Bake untll brown,

The alm of every housekeesper Is
to have no waste, and to be able to
sarve the leftovers In such an at
tractive manner that they do not an-
nounce themselves as left-overs, but
& dleh pecullarly pleasant, which
makes one long for more,

A dellcioua pudding sauce Is one
that peeds no preparation at the time
of uslng. Just mice rich julce poured
over the blane mange or any elmple
pudding, and If there are nlways a few
bottles of grape Julce on the shelves
of the frult ¢closel and some ecake In
the box, a dessert may be quickly pre-
pared.

Whaen thero are only a few stalks of
celery and nol enough for a meal,
stuff the stalks with cream cheese sea-
soned with paprika, Worcesterahire
sauce and salt. The cheess may be
tiuted a dellcate green If desired.
Chill and serve as a rellsh with the
dinner,

Nut Roast,—Take two cups of bread
erumbs, one cup of walnuls chopped
fine, and a cup of celery chopped;: add
two cges well beaten, salt und pepper
to taste and creamn enough to molsten,
and make Into a loaf. Hake iu a pan
with a small amount of water In which
has beon sdded a lttle butter, Bamste
occasionally and cock an hour,

THE WHOLESOME TOMATO,

The tomato 1s such an appetizing
frult vegetable, If one could eall it
#0, also it has the reputation of being
& good tonle for the liver. When one
finds the skin producing brown lliver
Epots, 1t Is time to glve the alugglsh
ifver a jog. Tomatoes may be put
up and served In such a varlety of
ways that a housowife who has a faw
dozen cans In Independent. She may
bave woup, plekles, catsup, preserves,
to sny nothing of the numbers of
dishea to be made In combination
with other vegetnbles.

A small famlly, if fond of the vege-
table, will consume sixty quarts and
then not have enough. Fill all your
empty jars with the tomatos, using
only a Hitle salt, and when thoroughly
scalded seal In wall sterilized cana.
They keep as fresh ns the day they
are put up If the rubbers are new and
the cans screwed tight

One good housewife makes catsup
as she needs It by adding tha splces
and pepper to eannad tomatoes,

For preserving tomatoes the small
yellow oné ls the most satisfactory,
adding lemon in slices, removing the
ateds. Welgh the frult and ndd to a
pound of the tomatoes three-Guarters
of a pound of sugar, ‘cooking slowly
untll the tomatoes look transparent

One cause for fallure In canning
tomatoes Is that often they are over-
ripe. Perfectly sound, well ripened to
matoes If put up In alr tght jars will
keep for mevernl years.

A dozen well-cared for tomato plants
will produce enough fruit to supply the
table and have some to put up, besides
having plenty of green ones for plck-
ling and chow-chow after the frost
cComes.

The following Is a very excellent
ohilf sauce reeipe:

Peel and chop twenty-four large ripe
tomatoes; chop six greea peppers and
four onlons. Put into a keltle with
three (ablespoonfuls of salt, elght (a
blespoonfule of brown sugar and a cup
of vinegar; cook slowly one hour.

HOUSEHOLD HMINTS.

A palr of sleeves to slip over a good
gown with a large apron will allow
ong to pafely get a meal In a best
dress.

When putting down the stair car
pet, a groat deal of the wear can be
saved by first tacking down pleces of
old comforters or bed qullts, cut not
quite the width of the carpet. This
saves buying carpet paper or padding
made for the purpose.

When putting up ecurtains, Iif the
windows are close to the floor, put the
curtain poles up a fool or more above
the window, and when the curtaina
are hung the space is covered and
you have windows with a much great-
er helght, In appearance.

If plants are ever frozen or frost-bit
ten, sprinkle well with cold water and
put In a dark place, well covered.
They will often be entlrely restored
in & few hours.

When making soup for immediate
use and the fat 8 removed, use a
plece of lce. The fat will quickly hard.
€n in It and It ean be easlly removed.

Have your kitchen table covered
with zine and save the time used in
scrubbing for other and better things.

Slip the band In a paper bag when
polishing the kitchen stove Ths
hands will bo saved and the bag may
be burned,

When food has eooked on in any
granite digh, put & lttle washing soda
o it . }

For ecallouses and corns on (he foot
use surgeon's plaster, which comes In
a small aluminum box and will last
a long time. Cut a plece to fit the
tendor spol and wear one all the time.
It keeps the corn soft and it Is then
easlly removed. .

Keep old ribbons and pleces of vel
vet from last season’s hats, and you
may often find use for them In lacings
for dresses and aven for trimmings it
not faded.

Very pretty corsel covers may ba
made of logerle walsts, by cutling
down the neck and trimming the arm
holes after removing Lhe sleeve.

Use a quart of water for each pound
of meat In making moup.

Dog Days.

Dog days is the name applied to
the heated season of the year at the
time of the heliacal rising of Sirius,
the dog star; that Is, the time when
It roso just before the sun. They usu
ally lasted for about 40 days. W
still retain the expression of dog daye
o8 applied to the hottest season of the
year, but owing to the procession of

the equinoxes It s o longer the time
of the belincal rising of the dog ster,
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
